Jjouisville, Ky., Dec. .10. — Border ' 
practice waa brought inside the; 
city limits t|:ja morniog when a| 
single robber, masked and armed, ; 

I attempted tu bold up the fast L>ou- 
I isvillc & Nashville passenger .train 
I due here from' tbu south at 2:30 a. 

I m., and succeeded in robbing one 
I passenger and shooting Conductor 
j Jeff Keene through the 'head, in- 
flicting a serious, though not fatal, 
wound. 

The attempted hold-up was in- 
side the city limits, and ' within four 
blocks of the fajshioaable residence 
portion of the town. As was bis 
custom, Conductor Kceuo went back ; 
to the Pullman just before reaching 
South Louisville. A dark figure 
sprang from a corner of the car and 
pointed a pistol at the conductor. 
The latter is an athlete and a 
scuffle followed, the wcappu being 
' discharged, the bullet plowing 
I through the conductor's scalp. 

! Keene ran forward to' the express 
jear fo,r a Winchester shotgun. , 

Meanwhile the robber marched 
Conductor Joe Redford, of the Pull- 
man, and Joe Spams, the colored 
porter, through the train and into 
the day coach, when, after closing 
the door behind him. Ate jumped 
from the train, having previoual' \ 
pulled the bell cord,' causing the! 
train to slow ,up. By l,his time the i 
train was at the Third sti'eet cross- 1 
lUg, and Conductor Keene bad re- 
turned with his shotgun. He saw 
the lorm of the escaping robber, the 
snow that covered the ground, i 
making him mtjrc easily djatin-l 
guisbed. Several shots were fired I 
.vnd the man was heard yell aud 
throw up his bands, the impression 
prevailing at the time that he had 
been killed. 

An invoice was taken by the pas- 
sengers and J. S. Moore, of Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., found that be bad 
been relieved of $25.
